f There has been, perhaps, no question which has brought out a 
gteater diversity of opinion than the eight-hour law. When the meas- 
ure was proposed by the labor organizations a howl went up from 
the employers. 3 8 
‘Why, business will be ruined,“ they said. People have to 


work more than one-third their time or else everything will go to 
smash. 


An analysis of the situation, however, shows the inconsisteney 
of this view. 8 
-. When organized labor wants to assert its rights, when it wants 

to have something to say about how a business shall be operated, a 
_ business to which labor is so necessary that it must work more than 
eight hours a day, the employer howls again. He says: ‘‘The em- 
ployer, the man who runs the business, the man at the helm, the man 
who has the capital invested is the man most te 8 He is the 
man who knows the ins and outs of the business, he is the man who 
does the hardest work, he is the man who. carries the perils of he 
iness, he is the man who takes the fire risk, and the employes are 
not as interested in the business as the man who’ pwns it and they

Now, consider this, readers. On the one hand the employer says 
he is the man who has most to do with the business and the employe 
is not as interested as the employer.

THE WATER QUESTION 


Editor Daily News: In regard to 
this water quest}éa, 4 paring contra- 
diction looms befdreu s in that, the 
subject is so important and the elec- 
tion of our, commisstqners was so 
unimportant, 75 

Now that the public service cor- 
porations sees that public ownership 


is inevitable, they themselves become 
the active force in trying to persuade 
the people to vote bonds and without 
much preparedness on the part of the 
public our officers were elected. 

We are venturing upon a new 
field of activity and, first of all, 
should establish a sound base 
through a wide discussion in tie 
press, and public meetings, which 
would enlighten the people and un- 
doubtedly enlist persons who are 
fairly well trained in the school of 
social economics and from whom the 
community should derive much 
knowledge and benefit. 

If such steps were taken some 
means may be found whereby we 
might reserve the water for our- 
selves, which is now being pumped 

to Berkeley and Oakland, while 
we are using water from the marsh 
land near the bay. 

In the latter city the water com- 
pany and the powers that be tried to 
persuade the people to form a water 
district, but. they had a paper, the 
World, and all the skillful engineer- 
ing could not induce the Oaklanders 
to form the water district. 

It fell to our lot to discover To- 
land’s Landing, or to some outsider 
to point it out for us. 

We know that our universities 
turn out a large number of profess- 
ional men, such as lawyers and en- 
Eineers, but the state has never done 
this systematically with a view. to 
how many it needs, but has in an an- 
archistic way left them on their own 


resources, doing the best they can. 
Of course we all come under that 
head of disorder. 
We hear a good deal about the 
benefit we would receive from Sac- 


ramento river water because of fac- 


tories, put they forget that. factories 
would not do us much good if the 
workers in them objected to our 
chemically pure water and decided to 
live in some other place. ; 

Nowadays people are educated to 
drink lots of water and receive great 
benefit therefrom, but this proposed 
supply from the Sacramento river, as 
well as the water we now use, is not 
fit to drink. ; 

It seems like buying a second-hand 
article that constantly needs repair- 
ing. tae : 

One of the stock arguments in fa- 
vor of the Sacramento supply is that 


they use river water other places, and | 


that we, the opponents of it, are not 
sufficiently enlightened as to the pro- 
gress made in sterilization. To be 
sure, they are using bad water be- 
cause they have not got anything 
else. Very few states have resources 
like this state within easy reach to. 
make their inhabitants healthy and 
happy, and not the smallest factor in 
that direction will be the bringing of 
an abundance of pure mountain wa- 
ter from the Hetch Hetchy to the 
city. dwellers. = 

Then there is the power, light and 
heating to be considered. Think of 
the enormous gain to all the bay 
cities. This would be progress in- 
deed, and a demonstration of the fact 
that we are not contented with the 
wey of our fathers. © 

We have also discovered the great 
truth that the economle power inher- 
ent in the principle of co-operation 
is the force that directs civilization.

Working on the ancient theory that 
an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure, and that it is a greater 
victory to prevent one hatch of flies 
than té trap ten of the pesky critters, 
City Health Officer Blake will com- 
mence the use of borax for the pre- 
vention of hatching of the dangerous 
insects, 

The latest bulletin of the depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington, 
which gives the results of investiga- 
tions along the line of fly prevention, 
states the findings that borax, when 
applied to . manure piles, garbage 
cans and other dumping places will 
prevent the hatching of the eggs, but

in no way destroy the value ok the 
manure for pertilizing purposes. 

Dr. Blake has already arranged 
for a supply of borax, and will com- 
mence work through his department 
in fly prevention by this method. 

Places reported as possible hatch- 
eries for the insects will be reported 
by the sanitary inspector, and the 
borax applied immediately. 

Dr. Blake stated that he had 
watched the experiments along the 
lines of using borax and believed it 
would prove highly successful in 
keeping the city rid of files,
